The Church Muddle. 


Wrangell, Alaska, Feb. 8, 1905, 

Rey. H. P. Corser and People—Greet- 
ing:—Through a letter from Dr. C. L, 
Thompson, secretary of the Home Mis- 
sion Board, I am informed that you have 
asked the Board with reference to the 
Chureh work here; ‘‘Is there any hope 
of a compromise?” While the Board 
has given you a general answer regard- 
ing its purpose in Wrangell, the detail 
of such arrangements as you propose 
and the Board would make, has Bd 
committed to me, subject to approval,of 
course. 

During the several months of my resi 
dence here I have learned something of 
strength and temper of the religious life 
of the people. Prior to my reception of 
the letter from Dr, Thompson informing 
me of your proposition with a view and 
hope of unifying the religious work, 
thinking that an opportunity might soon 
occur for submitting the same 
sideration. While 1 was undecided as 
to what initiative to take, the way has 
been opened up, I feel, by your letter to 
the Board. 

It must be evident to all that one 
church for the natives and one for the 
white people, would be ample in this 
community for present needs. If this 
condition could be brought about, it 
would add much to the interest and en- 





couragement of the work. Constructive 
work must look to the future. In the 


interests of fraternal concord, in the bet- 
ter care and instruction of the children, 
in the religious welfare of the town and 
for the honor of Christianity, cannot the 
past be buried and with mutual conces- 
sions some agreement be reached by 
which the future shall be more fruitful 
of good? Representing, therefore, the 
Board and the Presbyterian Church, al- 
low me to make the following proposi- 
tion as a basis to open up negotiations: 


First. That I will have the Presbyterian church, 
manse and fencing thoroughly repaired, Then 
carrying out the original purpose, make the old 
church exclusively a native church, It was or- 
ganized for them, the building, in part, represents 
their labor, while to many of them the place is 
endeared by not a few associations. 

Second. That, by taking the edifice of the Peo- 
ples’ Church, have an entirely separate organiza- 
tion for the white people. It might be that the 
natives who have contributed toward the erection 
of that building would accept the old church re- 
paired as ample for what they would relinquish in 
the new building, or some plan be devised that 
would be agreeable toall concerned. One thing is 
sure, some satisfactory agreement of the build- 
ings could be reached if first there was a willing- 
ness on the part of the people. Itshould be un- 
derstood from the first that persons of mixed 
blood, who speak the English language, will be 
received into membership in the white church. 

Third, Thatthe Board of Missions guarantee 
the financial support of the minister who would 
serve both congregations for the present. This 
would give a good and separate house for each 
congregation, and a manse for the minister. 

Fourth. That, respecting a minister, Mr. Cor- 
ser and Mr. Kirk each select three of hia people, 
and the six thus selected meet with them in joint 
session to devise and recommend a course of ac- 
tion for approval. 


These suggestions I beg leave to pre- 
sent with the view that they be consid- 


ered by each party separatély but at the | (Ver Faw over an

distinction of race or blood in Christ's Church, 
they are not willing to hand over the Peoples’ 
church to the white people exclusively, 

Third, We have no desire to make a change in 
our minister, even though the financial support of 
the Board be guaranteed. We expect to contrib- 
ute to his Support, and thus as members of the 
Presbyterian Church, claim a right to select our 
own minister, 

Fourth. Itis a foregone conclusion that we 

could not agree apon any course of action looking 
toa change of minister, as the present one 
stood by us always, and we recognize his unselfish 
and untiring efforts in behalf of the Peoples’ 
urch, 
We would be more than glad if, by 
some means, this strife, which is dam- 
aging toa fearful extent the cause of 
Christ and Presbyterianism in this town 
could be brought to and end. None of 
the proposed suggestions can accomplish 
this, as they seein to indicate the proba- 
bility of achange of minister and Chureh 
Home We are satisfied with our min- 
ister and with our Chureh Home.

VAGARIES OF SMELL. 





Ie Sense Dying Out Among Civilized 
Men?—Some of Its Uses. 

Is the sense of smell dying out 
among civilized men? Phyaslologists 
tell us that although an entire seg- 
ment of the brain—viz., the olfactory 
lobe—!s apportioned to the olfactory 
fibers, what we now poseess !s proba- 
bly “the mere remnant of a once pow- 
erful mechanism.” In the brute crea- 
tion, says the London Spectator, the 
sense Is much keener, although among 


the lower aquatic animals {it ts indis- | 
criminately blended with that of taste | 


and in the toothed whales is nonexist- 
ent. 

On the other hand, dogs, especially 
those that have been trained to hunt 


by scent, seem to depend upon that | 


faculty almost entirely, even to the 
exclusion of their eyesight. Generally 
speaking, sweet odors are more per- 
sistent than their opposite, the sul- 
phuretted compounds in particular 


evaporating rapidly on exposure to the | 


atmosphere, although the smell of de- 
eaying animal matter {s eald to en- 
dure for days after the cause of It has 
been removed. The olfactory sense, 


however, usually becomes blunted fn | 


time when assailed continuously by 
any one odor; workmen |n the big per- 
fumeries become case-hardened to the 
fragrance of thelr surroundings and 
“nosepain” is fortunately more dead- 
ening in {ts effects than most forms of 
physical suffering. 

Again, different smells do not mix; 
{t is said that if the two nostrils are 
stuffed with different substances, we 
smell first one and then the other, al- 
ternately, but never a blending of the 
two together. 

Among human individuals the sense 
of smell, like those of sight and hear- 
ing, varies considerably, and certain 
persons seem to be quite unaffected by 
certain odors; just as others are “color 
blind” to certain colors, or “tone-deaf”’ 


‘to the shrill call of a bat or the chirp- 


ing of a cricket. It {s true that we may 
claim a superiority to the brute crea- 
tlon In the range of our susceptibility 
to various odors, for the carnirores 
seem to be quite Insensible to the 
scent of plants and flowers, while the 
herbivores pay little attention to anl- 
mal odors, except for the purpose of 
detecting the approach of enemies, But 


we are certainiy inferior to them in 
acuteness, at ull events we of the elvil- 
ized races, although there seems to be 
no reason why this sense should not be 
cultivated and its efficiency re-enforced 
by deliberate training. 

This view {fs supported by the fact 
that men bern deaf and dumb and 
blind have been known to deveiop their 
latent powers of smell to a pitch of 
perfection quite wnintelligible to ord! 
nary mortals We use spectacles to 
| assist the eyesight. ear-trumpets and 
artifielal eardrums to deaf 
hess; Why should not selence supply 
us With some handy Instrument that 
would stimulate the potency of eftin- 
vila?) There are many Ways in which

USE OF PIGEONS IN WAR, 


| Japanese Have Scored a Success with 
Traveling Lofts. 
With an army on the march the use 
| Of pigeons as messengers haa ao far 
proved a failure. all experlinents to get 
| these birds to return to a loft contin 
i ally ou the move having been vold of 
| Siecess, says the Pilgrim. Japan has, 
however, with the tenacity of purpose 
| for which she is famous, scored a suv 
cess with traveling lofta, Such lofte 
are stocked with birds as soon am they 
) fre old enough to leave the nest, and 
the birds are kept confined within it 
until required for use. The whole lofe 
fs then transferred to the military 
base, or temporary post neuy the scene 
of operations, and the birds, then sey- 
eral months old, are given thelr liberty 
for the first time. Not having flown te 
another locality, they quickly settle 
down to their new surroundings, and 
|} in a few days are farotiiar with the 
country for miles around. Every op- 
portunity is seized to give them add 
tlonal expertence before being actually 
used in the service, and to keap open 
communications with an advance col- 
umn, or for scouting work, these trav- 
; eling lofis have proved invaluable. 

Should, however, the base of opern 
tions be advanced, or a teinporary post 
abandoned, the birds are at once dis- 
earded and « new loft transferred to 
the altered surroundings. 

Scouts, both mounted and on cycle, 
each carry from four to six birds In a 
bamboo cage, slung after the fashion 
of a kuapsack and thus reports are 
sent back withont the necessity of 
their leaving their post of observation 
For great distances two birds may be 
flown with the same dispatch, but this 
is seldom required. the usual custom 
being to repeat euch message on sul- 
| sequent birds, so that the final pigeon 
| liberated would not only carry its own, 
j but also a copy of the messages sent 
| by the birds first I{berated, It must be 
understood that the flight of the p'g- 
eou would be serlously impeded were 
j It to be burdened wlth any great 
weight, and consequently dispatches 
tre written on specially prepared slips 
or rice paper. These, coutiary to the 
| general Impression, are not tled round 
the birds’ neck, but are rolled and 
placed tu a cellulofd holder, fastened 
by two clips to the bird's leg, and are 
thus carried close under the tall of 
the bird when it is in filght. The total 
welght of this carrier, which fs manu- 
factured by a Belgium firm, Is under 
four grams
